REPORT  OH  OFFICER'S  D'JTIES  I?J  REGARDS  TO  OSWALD'S  DEATH 
J.  R.  L AVELLK  - ^736 

I arrived  Sunday  morning,  November  21.,  1?63  about  8«00  am.  .-a  reoeived 
word  from  'At.  i'orry,  Security  Offioer  of  the  Statlor-Hllton  that  they  had  a man 
check  in  who  said  hs  represented  a munition  company  out  of  California.  I went  to 
the  hotel  in  company  with  Dot.  C.  U.  Wlty  and  Hr.  C.  w.  Brown.  :8  talked 
with  Robert  W.  Parker,  5hli  “orth  Cypress,  “range,  California.  We  satisfied 
ourselves  he  was  0.  K.  and  returned  to  the  office. 

At  9«30  am  X was  instructed,  along  with  Det.  L.  C.  Craves  and  Det.  C.  N. 
Dhority  to  go  up  in  the  Jail  and  get  Dee  Oswald.  I went  to  hie  cell  and  put  the 
handouff  on  him  with  his  hands  in  front  of  him. 

We  return. d to  Captain  Frit* 'a  office  where  Captain  Frits,  Mr.  Sorrells 
and  Mr.  Thomas  Kelly  of  the  Secret  Service  questioned  Oswald.  Also  in  the  roeo 
were  Detectives  L.  Montgomery,  L.  C.  Craves,  0.  n.  Dhority  and  Inspector 
Holmes  of  the  Post  Office  Department  and  myself. 

Shortly  after  11:00  am  we  began  the  transfer.  Chief  Curry  had  come  to 
Captain  Fritz's  office.  1 hag  made  a suggestion  earlier  to  double  cross  the 
press  and  take  Oswald  out  on  the  first  floor  via  the  Main  Street  door,  leaving 
the  press  waiting  in  the  basement  and  on  Commerce  Street. 

Also  it  was  suggested  to  go  out  the  Main  Street  ramp  and  west  on  Main  Street. 
■Diese  suggestions  were  turned  down  by  Chief  Curry  who  stated  that  we  had  better 
go  ahead  with  the  transfer  as  planned,  since  he  had  given  his  word  on  it. 

Approximately  11:15  am  we  left  the  third  floor  office  with  Oswald  handcuffed 
to  my  left  am  with  Det.  D,  c.  Craves  holding  to  Oswald's  left  arm,  preceded  to 
the  jail  elevator  by  Captain  Fritz,  Lt.  Swain,  Detective  A.  D.  Montgomery.  W. 
reached  the  baeement  Jail  office  with  officers  in  front  we  headed  to  the  automobile 
ramp  Just  outside  the  Jail  office  door.  We  hesitated  Just  inside  the  Jail  door. 
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then  was  given  the  all  clear  sign.  We  talked  out  and  had  Just  reached  the  remp 
»hore  the  car  we  were  to  ride  in  was  being  backed  into  position  by  Detective 
Ebority  *hen  out  of  the  mass  of  humanity  composed  of  all  the  news  media,  which 
had  surged  forward  to  within  si,  or  seven  feet  of  us,  came  thft  figure  of  . man 
»ith  a gun  in  hand.  He  took  two  quick  steps  and  double  actioned  a .38  revolver 
point  blank  at  Wld.  X jerked  back  on  Oswald,  at  tho  8aQ0  tlnQ  ^ ^ 

catching  Jack  Roby  on  the  left  shoulder,  shoving  back  and  down  on  him.  bringing 
ayself  between  Ruby  and  Oswald.  X could  seo  Dot.  Graves  had  Ruby-s  gun  hand  and 
eun  in  his  hands.  I turned  my  attention  to  Oswald  and  with  the  help  of  Hot. 
Combest  wo  took  Oswald  back  into  the  Jail  office  and  lid  him  down.  Handcuff, 
were  removed  and  the  city  hall  doctor,  IV.  Oiebenforf  was  summoned.  We  also 
called  0-Real  ambiance.  Oswald  was  placed  in  the  ambulance  and  lushed  to 
Parkland  Hospital.  In  the  ambulance  beeides  the  crew  was  nr.  hieberdorf. 

Cot.  L.  C.  Graves,  Cet.  C.  K.  Ohority  and  myself. 


He  was  reshed  to  surgery  where  he  expired  at  1.07  pa.  November  2h,  1963, 
pronounced  by  Dr.  Ion  Shires.  Judge  Pierce  HcBxid.  was  summoned.  I gave  him 
all  the  information  needed  to  request  an  autopsy.  When  all  necessary  reports 

were  made,  X returned  to  the  city  hall  where  X mad.  the  offense  report  on  W 
Harvey  Oswald.
